I HAVE THE HONOUR TO SUBMIT THE FIFTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONER FOR THE 


CALENDAR YEAR 1970 AS REQUIRED UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE FIRE PREVENTION ACT.

THE NUMBER OF FIRES HAS DECLINED FOR THE FOURTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR. THE FATAL FIRE LOSSES 
AND PER CAPITA LOSS IS LOWER THAN THE PREVIOUS YEAR, BUT WE REGRET TO REPORT A RETURN TO A 
HIGH LIFE LOSS OF 52 PERSONS, MORE THAN DOUBLE THE NUMBER FOR 1969. 


MAY I DRAW ATTENTION TO DETAILS OF CLASSES OF PROPERTY LOSSES IN TABLE 6 AND IN PARTICULAR 
WHERE LOSSES ARE ON A PAR WITH OR LOWER THAN THE PREVIOUS YEAR. 

(A) FARM PROPERTIES - REDUCED NUMBER OF FIRES AND LOWER FIRE LOSS; 

(B) FOOD PLANTS - MORE FIRES BUT GREATLY REDUCED LOSS; 

(C) FLOUR MILLS AND GRAIN ELEVATORS - MORE FIRES BUT GREATLY REDUCED LOSS; 

(D) GARAGES - LESS FIRES AND LESS THAN 1/2 THE LOSS; 

(E) OIL RISKS, OIL TANKS - LESS FIRES AND SLIGHTLY LOWER LOSS; 

(F) WHAREHOUSES - REDUCED NUMBER OF FIRES AND LESS THAN 1/3 OF THE LOSS; 

(G) MANUFACTURING PREMISES - 1/3 OF THE FIRES AND REDUCED LOSS; 

(H) MISCELLANEOUS NON-MANUFACTURING - LESS FIRES AND 1/2 OF THE LOSS. 


ATTENTION WILL BE GIVEN TO INSPECTION PROCEDURES IN VIEW OF THE INCREASED FIRE LOSSES IN 
SCHOOLS, HOSPITALS AND OTHER INSTITUTION BUILDINGS. THE INCREASED NUMBER OF .RESIDENCE 
FIRES AND A 75% HIGHER DOLLAR LOSS INDICATES THIS IS A FIELD IN NEED OF FIRE SERVICES 
ATTENTION THROUGH HOME FIRE INSPECTION PROGRAMS. THE LARGEST FIRE LOSS OF THE YEAR, OVER 
ONE MILLION DOLLARS, DAMAGED A NATURAL GAS PROCESSING PLANT IN THE WIMBORNE DISTRICT. 
THERE WERE 8 FIRES WHERE THE LOSS EXCEEDED $250,000., 239 LARGE FIRES CAUSING A LOSS OF 
NEARLY 11 MILLION DOLLARS OR 77% OF THE TOTAL LOSS. THIS POINTS TO THE NEED FOR EFFEC- 
TIVE WATCHMAN SERVICE OR APPROVED AUTOMATIC FIRE DETECTION AND EXTINGUISHING DEVICES TO 
PROVIDE FOR EARLY DISCOVERY AND CONTROL OF FIRE IN HIGH VALUE BUILDINGS. 


PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS; ELECTRICITY; INCENDIARISM AND HEATING EQUIPMENT WERE MOST FRE- 
QUENTLY INVOLVED WITH FIRE CAUSES, EACH PRODUCING LOSSES EXCEEDING A MILLION DOLLARS; AND 
OF THE KNOWN CAUSES, SMOKERS' CARELESSNESS, ACCIDENTS WITH ELECTRICITY, CARELESS HANDLING 
OF PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS WERE THE THREE MAJOR ONES. 


5. THE INVESTIGATION OF LARGE FIRES, FIRE CASUALTIES AND SUSPICIOUS FIRES IS HANDLED BY OUR 
INVESTIGATION DIVISION WORKING CLOSELY WITH FIRE DEPARTMENTS AND THE POLICE. THE TOTAL 
PICTURE ON FIRE CRIMES IS RECORDED AND WE ARE THE PROVINCIAL REPORTING AGENCY IN THESE 
MATTERS TO THE DOMINION BUREAU OF STATISTICS. THE PROPERTY LOSS FROM ARSON FIRES WAS THE 
HIGHEST RECORDED IN THE LAST 10 YEARS. 


6. DETAILS OF THE WORK OF THE INSPECTION AND THE FIRE SERVICES DIVISIONS AND SPECIAL PROJECTS 
ARE CONTAINED IN TABLE 13. BUILDING FIRE INSPECTION HAVE INCREASED BUT THERE IS NO 
REPORTING SUMMARY OF THE NUMBER OF INSPECTIONS DONE BY FIRE DEPARTMENTS OF BUILDINGS SUB- 
JECT TO PROVINCIAL FIRE REGULATIONS. TOTAL FIRE DEPARTMENT INSPECTIONS ARE REPORTED IN 
TABLE 11. 


7. THE FIRE COMMISSIONER AND STAFF GAVE ACTIVE SUPPORT TO FIRE MARSHALS', FIRE CHIEFS' AND 
MAJOR FIRE PROTECTION ORGANIZATIONS. THE OFFICE SUPPORTS THE COMMITTEE WORK OF THE 
NATIONAL RESEARCH COUNCIL,THE CANADIAN STANDARDS ASSOCIATION, THE UNDERWRITERS' LABORATORIES 
OF CANADA AND THE NATIONAL FIRE PROTECTION ASSOCIATION. THE FIRE COMMISSIONER ATTENDED 
THE ASSOCIATION OF CANADIAN FIRE MARSHALS' AND FIRE COMMISSIONERS' CONFERENCE AT WINNIPEG 
IN JULY AND THE FALL CONFERENCE OF THE N.F.P.A. AT NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE, U.S.A. WE CON- 
TINUE TO SUPPORT FIREMEN'S PROFICIENCY COMPETITIONS ANDTHE ANNUAL CANADIAN FIRE PREVENTION 
WEEK CAMPAIGN. A PUBLIC INFORMATION PROGRAM IS CONDUCTED THROUGH THE NEWS MEDIA, PUBLIC 
MEETINGS AND FILMS IN CO-OPERATION WITH THE PUBLICITY BRANCH OF THE DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRY 
AND TOURISM. THE PROVINCE WON SPECIAL RECOGNITION FOR ITS SPECIAL REPORT ON PROVINCIAL 
FIRE PREVENTION PROGRAMS FOR 1970. 


8. IT IS OF PARTICULAR INTEREST TO MUNICIPALITIES TO HAVE A RECORD OF FIRES TO COMPARE YEAR 
BY YEAR AND WITH NEIGHBORING MUNICIPALITIES. THE RECORD OF RURAL FIRE PROTECTION IS UNDER 
STUDY AS A RESUEA OF THESE STATISTICS. 


9. THE FIRE COMMISSIONER MAINTAINS CLOSE LIASON WITH ALL GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS, AGENCIES AND 
INSTITUTIONS IN ADDITION TO ADMINISTRATION FUNCTIONS INVOLVING PRIVATE COMPANIES AND 
INDIVIDUALS. WE WISH TO REPORT ON THE EFFECTIVE FIRE PROTECTION WORK AND SUPPORT OF OUR 
PROGRAMS BY MUNICIPAL COUNCILS, MUNICIPAL POLICE FORCES, THE ROYAL CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE, 
THE INSURANCE ADJUSTERS AND THE FIRE UNDERWRITERS' INVESTIGATION BUREAU. ADDED TO THIS, WE 
TAKE PLEASURE IN PAYING TRIBUTE TO ALL LOCAL ASSISTANTS AND TO OTHER MEMBERS OF FIRE DEPART- 
MENTS FOR THEIR IMPORTANT CONTRIBUTION TO COMMUNITY FIRE PROTECTION SAFETY. ALTHOUGH MORE 
EMPHASIS MUST CONTINUE TO BE PLACED UPON MEANS OF PRIVATE FIRE PROTECTION, STILL MUNICIPAL 
FIRE PROTECTION MUST CONTINUE TO BE ESSENTIAL TO PUBLIC SAFETY. 


IN CONCLUSION SIR, I AM PLEASED TO BE ABLE TO REPORT THAT PROMPT, EFFICIENT AND COURTEOUS 
DISCHARGE OF DUTIES OF ALL MEMBERS OF MY STAFF HAS MADE POSSIBLE THE MAXIMUM OF SERVICE TO THE

THE LABOUR DEPARTMENT MAINTAINS DISTRICT OFFICES OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S BRANCH, LOCATED 
AT CALGARY, LETHBRIDGE, GRANDE PRAIRIE AND RED DEER. THERE IS ONE RESIDENT INSPECTOR AND A 
CLERK STENOGRAPHER AT LETHBRIDGE, GRANDE PRAIRIE AND RED DEER AND THREE INSPECTORS AND A CLERK 
STENOGRAPHER AT CALGARY. THE REMAINING STAFF, WHICH INCLUDES THE FIRE COMMISSIONER, THE DEPUTY 
FIRE COMMISSIONER, ELEVEN INSPECTORS AND SEVEN CLERICAL STAFF, IS LOCATED AT THE EDMONTON 
HEADQUARTERS OFFICE, 610 FINANCIAL BUILDING, 10621 - 100 AVENUE. FIRE INSPECTION WORK IS DONE 
BY THE INSPECTION DIVISION AND BY LOCAL ASSISTANT FIRE CHIEFS. INVESTIGATION OF SUSPICIOUS 
FIRES IS HANDLED BY AN INVESTIGATION DIVISION OF FOUR INSPECTORS, THE FIRE SERVICES DIVISION 
HAS FOUR INSPECTORS WHO INSPECT FIRE DEPARTMENTS, GIVE TECHNICAL ADVISE ON FIRE PROTECTION 
EQUIPMENT PLANS AND CONDUCT FIRE FIGHTING TRAINING SCHOOLS. THE EDMONTON OFFICE RECEIVES ALL 
SPECIAL REQUESTS FOR INVESTIGATIONS, INSPECTIONS, SPECIAL MEETINGS AND REQUESTS FOR FIRE DEPART- 
MENT ASSISTANCE, THE EDMONTON OFFICE HAS AMAJOR PROGRAM FOR PLAN CHECKING OF SCHOOLS, HOSPITALS 
AND HOTELS AND MISCELLANEOUS TYPES OF BUILDINGS. THE OFFICE ALSO RENDERS ASSISTANCE TO FIRE 
CHIEFS IN THE PROGRAM OF REGIONAL FIRE DEPARTMENT PROFICIENCY COMPETITIONS AND THE DEPARTMENT 
PROVIDES PRIZES AND PRESENTS A PROVINCIAL CHAMPIONSHIP PROFICIENCY AWARD SHIELD. THE EDMONTON 
OFFICE ALSO ARRANGES FOR ALL FIRE PREVENTION WORK WITH OTHER PROVINCIAL AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
DEPARTMENTS. 


A PUBLIC FIRE PREVENTION EDUCATION PROGRAM IS CONDUCTED THROUGH MEETINGS, FILM SHOWINGS 
AND SPECIAL FIRE PREVENTION DRIVES, THE MAJOR PROJECT BEING AN ANNUAL FIRE PREVENTION WEEK CAM- 
PAIGN. 


THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE PROVIDES FIRE PROTECTION ADVICE AND ASSISTANCE TO CITIES, 
TOWNS, VILLAGES, MUNICIPALITIES, COUNTIES AND RURAL AREAS, ALSO FOR INDUSTRY AND INSTITUTIONS, 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF DEVELOPING ADEQUATE FIRE DEPARTMENT ORGANIZATIONS AND FIRE PROTECTION FACI- 
LITITES. 


THE FIRE FIGHTING TRAINING WORK WHICH IS CONTINUALLY GROWING MORE EXTENSIVE IS TWO-FOLD. 
FIRST, ASSISTANCE IS GIVEN TO FIRE CHIEFS IN THEIR COMMUNITIES: REGULAR FIRE DEPARTMENT MEETINGS 
ARE ATTENDED WHENEVER POSSIBLE AND FIRE FIGHTING INSTRUCTION IS GIVEN BY THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S 
INSPECTORS TO FIRE DEPARTMENTS WHERE FIRE CHIEFS REQUEST IT. SECONDLY, THE ALBERTA FIRE TRAINING 
SCHOOL IS OPERATED DURING THE SPRING AND SUMMER WHEN FACILITIES ARE AVAILABLE AT THE VERMILION 
AGRICULTURAL AND VOCATIONAL COLLEGE. THIS SCHOOL PROVIDES TRAINING COURSES IN FIRE INSPECTION, 
FIRE DEPARTMENT ADMINISTRATION AND FIRE DEPARTMENT APPARATUS CARE AND OPERATION. 


THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S ROLE IN ALBERTA EMERGENCY MEASURES IS TO CO-ORDINATE ALL MUNICIPAL 
FIRE SERVICES DURING AN EMERGENCY AND TO DEVELOP AN EFFECTIVE PROVINCIAL PLAN INCLUDING SUFFI- 
CIENT TRAINED FIREMEN, BOTH REGULAR AND AUXILIARY AND ENOUGH FIRE APPARATUS AND AUXILIARY EQUIP- 
MENT TO FORM MOBILE FIRE COLUMNS AND TO PROVIDE FOR MUTUAL AID. 


FIRE IS A MAJOR THREAT TO LIFE AND PROPERTY WHETHER IT IS CONFINED TO A SMALL FAMILY 
DWELLING OR ATTAINS THE PROPORTIONS OF A CONFLAGRATION CALLING FOR FULL SCALE DISASTER CONTROL 
OPERATIONS. ALL INDIVIDUALS CAN PROFIT FROM LIFE SAVING METHODS AND FIRE PREVENTION COUNSEL 
DISSEMINATED BY FIRE CHIEFS AND THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE. THE SERVICES OF THIS OFFICE 
INCLUDING TECHNICAL INFORMATION,FIRE INSPECTIONS,FIRE INVESTIGATIONS, AND FIRE FIGHTING TRAINING 
ARE ALL DESIGNED TO REDUCE LOSS AND SUFFERING FROM FIRE AND TO WORK TOWARD A FIRE PROTECTION 


CONSCIOUS PUBLIC IN THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA. 
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
